•While It would be plainly unwise that 
the management of a life Insurance 
company should be rendered unstable, 
or that its personnel should be fre- 
quently changed, it Is of the first im- 
portance that officers should realize 
that their direct responsibility is to 
those whom they represent and upon 
whom they should rely for their con- 
tinuance In office, upon proved effi- 
ciency, and not upon a practical Ina- 
bility of the policy-holders to depose 
them. 


PLAN RECOMMENDED. 


"With these objects in view, the fol- 


lowing plan is recommended 
At least 


five months prior to each election, lists, 
of policy-holders having at least $1000 


' of insurance in force, properly classi- 


fied -by States and countries, giving 
names and addresses, 
befn een the 


amount of Insurance, should be filed 
with the superintendent of insurance 
and similar lists should be open to in- 
spection at the home office of the cor- 
poration.

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—One of the most important of 


the laws regulating mutual companies and recommended 
by 
the insurance investigating committee looks to the 


giving to policy holders of an opportunity to elect entirely 
new boards of directors as soon as the provisions of such a 
law can be made applicable. To that end the committee 
recommends a special act providing for the expiration of 
the terms of offices of existing directors of such companies, 
upon the loth day of November next and that the annual 
meetings which would otherwise be held at an earlier date 
should be postponed to that time. In this way it would 
be possible for lists of policy holders to be filed under the 
statute, for nominations to be made and for the 
policy 


holders to cast their votes in person, by proxy or by mail 
as they may desire. All existing proxies should be declared 
void so that no proxies should be voted at such election 
othe,r than those which are given under the statute within 
two months prior thereto. The first election should be 
under the supervision of the superintendent of insurance, 
who should be directed to appoint inspectors of election 
and see that it is conducted according to law. The new 
boards of directorsjhould divide themselves into two class- 
es, so that thereafter one-half of the board may be elected 
annually and errors in management promptly corrected. 
An election m one of these companies would otherwise take 
place in April, and it is expected that this special act should 
be passed immediately.

Need of Sewer Outlets. 


By resolution the Council has directed the City Attorney to 


feft 
an ordinance calling a bond election for sewer outlets and 


storm water escapes. The announcement should be welcome news, 
for a system of outlet sewers is perhaps the most urgent necessity 
Oakland is under today. The old wooden boxes through which 
the sewage was discharged in more primitive times were never 
better.than a temporary makeshift, and they have rotted away, 
leaving the sew age to deposit itself along the water front to pollute j 
vne air and create breeding places for disease. 


It is absolutely necessary that permanent outlet sewers should 


be constructed to 'deep water with connections with all the mains 
in the city 
The main lake sewer is also in need of reconstruction. 


The wood casing has rotted with time, and the sewer has caved in 
many places 
It is a matter of the first importance that the _sewer 


should be lined with concrete or some other enduring material^ 


Adequate discharges for storm waters are a pressing necessity. 


We cannot continue to allow the accumulating discharges of filth 
and street wash to be deposited along the shores of the harbor 
among the factories and shipping. 


At whatever cost the present condition of affairs should be 


remedied, and remedied effectually and permanently. It should not 
be done halfway. Let us have done with makeshifts, which are never 
satisfactory, e\'en temporarily, and 
are alwajs 
more expensive 


in the end than "olid durable work 
It is a sanitary crime to put 


wood in sewers 
Therefore THE TRIBUNE trusts there will be 


no petty parsimonious caviling about cost, and we hope the plans 
drawn b} the City Engineer pro-vide for a system of sewer and 
storm water outlets at once comprehensive and enduring. A savmg 
at the expense of efficiency and permanence in this matter would 
be of the pcnn>-\vise-pound-foohsn character. 


As we understand it. however, the plans provide for the needs 


of ever> section of the city and call for constructive work in every 
ward save the Fifth.

'ession implicating the president and other members of the Western 
federation of Miners in the Steunenberg murder. The testimony of 
such a man, unless amply corroborated, is unworthy of credence. 
If he blew up the station at Independence, at whose instignation did 
le do it? If he was at one and the same time an emissary of the 
Miners' Union and the Mine Owners' Association, who is responsi- 
ble for his crimes? From all accounts he is a treacherous and dan- 
gerous scoundrel, and may be trusted to play for his own advantage 
egardless of the consequences to others.

MANUFACTURING DAY- 


LIGHT. 


An inventor is showing in New York 


a new llfrht which for a lack of a bette: 
name _he calls ''artificial daylight." How 
poor a' designation this is, is evident when 
we consider that In a measure all lllum- 
Inants, from the tallow candle up, might 
nave been so called In their day: 
And 


yet there is some reason, too, for 
so 
teimlng this new light. The public knows 
something about the greenish-blue rays 
of the Hewitt light. Artificial daylight is 
manufactured on the same general prin- 
ciple as that light, but is an improve- 
ment over the Hewitt light. Suspended 
from the ceiling of th elobby of Madison 
Square (Sarden and standing out a little 
way from the side walls' is an endless tube 
of glass, filled with luminous smoke, 
which takes on different colors at will. 
Ordinarily the Hgh't it gives out is clear, 
warm and white, quite lacking in glare 
or disagreeable intensity. 
Briefly, the 


principle involved in this light is that of 
filling a vacuum tube with chemical vap- 
ors which will conduct electricity and 
which will take on In the process a mar- 
velous . luminosity. It is .asserted that 
the light can be produced at half the c<5St 
of Incandescent light and. that Its strength 
exceeds that of ordinary electric light 25 
fold. If this is foun<5 to be correct, there 
should be no question of the future of this 
Illuminant.—Buffalo Express.
